Never for an instant did 
they falter.

on Sunday morning. 
Church is “ rigged” in various places 
according to the construction of the ves­ 
sel and according to tho weather condi* 
tions. 
If th*' day Is fine and not too 
cold, the quarter dock w ill probably bo 
selected, although in Borne ships it is 
customary to hold tho service on tho 
forward part of tho gun dock. In stormy 
weather the berth deck below is used, 
where the men may be under shelter, 
though they are m ore cramped for room. 
Assuming that tho service is to Iv 
held on til© quarter deck, the arrange­ 
ments for it w ill proc.ell about like 
this: When the bilgier gives tho signal, 
the “ church ensign” is hoisted to the 
gaff, and some of the men, under the 
direction of an officer, bestir themselves 
briskly in making the simple prepara­ 
tions which are necessary. 
A table or desk, covered w ith tho 
American flag, is placed at the end of 
t he quarter d* ck for the chaplain. A few 
wardroom chairs are brought up from 
below and ranged along tho starboard 
side, where the officers are to assemble, 
aud benches or capstan bars resting on 
buckets make seats for the crew on the 
port side. 
The organ—for every ship that has a 
chaplain is provided with an instrument 
of this nature— is put in a convenient 
place. 
If there is a baud, and its serv­ 
ices arc desired, a few musicians are se­ 
lected and stationed rn ar by. 
Then the 
ship's bell is tolled for about five m in­ 
utes, giving the officers and men, wher­ 
ever they may be on board, sufficient 
time to assemble, if they are so inclined. 
The boatswain may call down th* 
hatchways “ Silence, fore and aft. dar­ 
ing divine service!** but it is w ell un­ 
derstood by the entire crew that tho 
ship must bo quiet now for about tim* 
quarters of an h"ur.

that all is ready, aud th*- service begins. 
How it is conducted depends upon 
the denomination to which the chaplain 
belongs, aud various sects are represent­ 
ed among the naval clergymen.

June 27.—The initial 
fight of Colonel Wood'* rough riders 
and the trooper* of the Hn>t mid Tenth 
Regular Cavalry, will be known 
in 
hitifory as the battle of l*a tv aa si os. 
That It did not end in the complete 
slaughter of the Americans was not duo 
to any miscalculation in the plan of the 
Spaniards, for as perfect an ambuscade 
as was ever farmed in the brain of an 
Apa* be Indian was prepared and Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Roosevelt and his meu 
walked squarely into i t 
For an hour 
an a half they held t heir ground under 
a perfect storm of ballets from the front 
and sides, and then Colonel Wood at 
the right and Lieutenant Colonel Roose­ 
velt at the left led a charge which 
turned the tide of battle aud eeut the 
enemy flying over the hills towards 
Santiago. 
It is now definitely known that 16 
men on the American side were killed, 
while AO were wounded or ar® reported 
to be missing. 
It is impossible to cal­ 
culate the Spanish losses, but it is known 
that they wen* far heavier than those 
of the American*, at least as regards 
a« raal Ices of life. 
Already ST dead Spanish soldier* have 
been found aud buried, while many 
mare undoubtedly are lying in the thick 
underbrush on the side of tin* gully, aud 
ou the slope of the hill, where the main 
body of tile enemy was bleated, 
The 
wounded were all removed. 
8pi*iil*r ll IV*re Punted. 
That the SiAinards were thoroughly 
posted as to the route to be taken by tho 
American* in their movement towards 
Sevilla was evident as shown by the 
careful preparations they had made. 
The main body of the Spaniards was ' 
posted on a hill, on tile heavily wooded 
•Iiqc* os which had been erected two 
blockhou-»«9s, flanked by irregular in* 
trench rn >nts of stout) aud fallen trees, 
At the bottom, of these hills run two 


Roosevelt’* men and eight troops of the 
First and Tenth cavalry, with a battery 
of four Howitzers, advanced. 
These 
roads are but little more than gullies, 
rough aud narrow, and at places almost 
impassable. 
In thoso trails tho fight 
occurred. 
At 7:80 a. rn. General Young gave the 
command to the men at the Hotchkiss 
guns to open fire. 
The command was 
the signal for a fight that for stubborn­ 
ness has seldon been equalled. 
The in­ 
stant the Hotchkiss guns were fired the 
hillsides gave forth volley after volley 
from the Mausers of the Spaniards. 
'•Don’t shoot until you see something 
to shoot a t,” yelled General Young, aud 
the meu, with set jaws and gleaming 
eyes, obeyed the order. Crawling aloug 
the edge of the road and protecting 
themselves as much as possible from the 
fearful fire of the Spaniards, the troop­ 
ers, some of them stripped to the waist, 
watched the base of the hill aud when 
any part of a Spaniard became visible, 
they fired. 
Never for an instant did 
they falter. 
One husky warrior of the Teuth cav­ 
alry, with a ragged wound in his thigh, 
coolly knelt behind a rock, loading and 
firing, and when told by one of his com­ 
rades that he was wounded, laughed 
and said: "Oh, th at’s all rig h t 
T hat’s 
been there for some tim e." 
In the meantime, away off to the left 
could be heard the crack of the rifles of 
Colonel Woods' men, and the regular, 
deeper toned volley firing of the Span­ 
ish. 
Over there the American lewises 
were the greatest. 
"There must have bean nearly 1,500 
Spaniards in front and to the sides of 
us,” said Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt

"W hen the firing 
began," said Jhe, "Lieutenant Colonel 
Roosevelt took the right wing with 
troop* G and K under Captain* Llew­ 
elyn ami Jenkins and moved to the sup­ 
port of Captain Capron, who was get­ 
ting it hard. 
At the same time Colonel 
Wt»od and Major Brodie took the left 
wing and advanced in open order on 
the Spanish right wing. 
Major Brodie 
was wounded before the troops had ad­ 
vanced IOO yards. 
"In the meantime the fire of the 
Spaniards had increased in volume, but, 
notwithstanding this, an ender for a 
general charge was given and, with a 
yell, the men sprang forward. 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, in front of his men, snatched 
a rifle and ammunition 
belt from a 
wounded soldier and cheering aud yell­ 
ing with hi* m m , led the advance. For 
a moment Un* bullets were singing like 
a swarm of bees all around them aud 
every in can t some poor fellow went 
down. 
Colonel Wood, with the right wing, 
charg'd straight at the blockhouse, GBO 
yards away, aud Colonel Roosevelt', on 
the left, charged at the same time. 
Up 
the men went, yelling like fiends, aud 
never stopping to return the fire of the 
Spaniards, but keeping on with a grim 
determination to capture that block­ 
house. 
That charge was the end. 
Wheu 
within .IOO yards of the coveted point 
the Spaniards broke aud ran, and for 
the first time we had the pleasure,which 
the Spaniards had been experiencing all 
through the engagement, of shooting

Tho supplies are sufficient to enable 
the army to sustain a week’s campaign 
at bot ii landing points. 
The landing of troops, horses aud sup­ 
plies has been extraordinary. W ith only 


Tupelo, Miss., June 27.—A railway 
accident occurred at this place yester­ 
day afternoon in which four soldiers 
lost their lives and 14 others received 
injuries one fatal. Everything was done 
to relieve the wounded by the local 
physicians and citizens who were soon 
upon tho scene. 
Colonel Torrey’s regiment of rough 
riders from Cheyenne, Wyo., reached 
this place via the KausasCity, Memphis 
aud Birmingham railroad. 
Tile first 
section iiad stoppled to take water aud 
hail whistled to start on when the sec­ 
ond section rounded tho curve iu the 
track just before the town is reached 
aud dashed into it. 
In the rear of tire 
first section was the sleeper "Seville” 
containing Colonel Torrey aud his regi­ 
mental -tafT. 
The car was completely 
demolished, yet, strange to say, every 
inmute escaped unscathed except the 
colonel, who is injured, though not 
seriously. 
The chief fatalities occurred in a 
coach which stood in the center of the 
first section which carried troop C, from 
Laramie, Wyo. 
This coach was com­ 
pletely telescoped aud the soldiers w ith -1 
in were jammed and braised beneath j 
masses of timbers, broken car seats aud 1 
other debris. 
In the second section one ' 
baggage car was thrown into the ditch, I 
but in this train few were hurt and ' 
none dangerously. 
Action on the p a rt! 
of the soldiers was immediate to save 
their imperiled comrades, aud with axes j 
aud ropes aud buckets of water they ‘ 
they worked like demons, tearing away ! 
the wreckage to get at the wounded 
aud dead aud quench the fires which j 
had started in the sleeper Seville, which 
was a mass of broken wreckage cover- 
iug a steaming, hiss.ug engine. 
The 
wounded were removed to a vacant 
building rn the town. 
The section contained troops A, C, E, 
L, G and M, forming part of a regi­ 
ment being transported to Jacksonville, 
Fla.

The organ—for every ship th a t has a j 
chaplain is provided w ith an instrum ent 
of this nature— ii put in a convenient 
place.
